It is now quite generally recognized 
among evangelical 
Christians that a 
person may have clear assurance that 
his sins are forgiven and lie conscious 
of the presence and favor of God. 
This 
truth has not always been held by the 
Christian church in full view. 
M ulti­ 
tudes of earnest souls have earnestly 
sought God and served Him faithfully 
according to tho light they possessed 
who yet never dared be sure that God 
was pleased w ith them and their labors. 
It was the mission of Methodism to 
emphasize the Hcriptural teaching that 
a man may not only be savi*d from his 
sins by the graco of God, but he may 
also have the witness of his own soul 
and of the Holy Spirit to tho fact of 
his salvation. Iii recent years this ‘' w it­ 
ness of tho S pirit” has boon made par­ 
ticularly prominent in the preaching of 
many professional evangelists iii all the 
different denominations aud is an expe­ 
rience which is recognized as that which 
should bo possessed by every true Chris­ 
tian. 
Before the days of Wesley aud in­ 
deed until the Wesleyau teaching had 
pervaded the church at large it was gen­ 
erally supposed that all one could be* cer­ 
tain of regarding his salvation was that 
if he was one of the “ elect” he would 
be surely saved at last J if not one of 
the “ elect,” he would be surely lost. 
He could during life only “ hope” he 
might bo saved. He would never be cer­ 
tain that he was saved till the day of 
judgment. 
It is now seen that Christ redeemed 
every one of the race, that God offers 
eternal life to all. “ The free gift came 
upon all men unto justification of life.” 
Every one enters this life saved aud so 
continues till actuul sin is committed. 
Even then he is not abandoned, but the 
Holy Spirit witnesses with his own 
Spirit that he is wrong, sinful and con­ 
demned and persuades to repentance and 
trust iu God. 
lf he turns from the evil 
aud chooses the good, his conversion is 
attested by his own soul, and his pardon 
is testified to by the Holy Spirit of God 
when in unwavering trustfulness he ac­ 
cepts the offers of pardon aud peace 
made by God through Jesus Christ.

The life of A rthur Frazier, one of the j 
crew of tho Eliza S. Foster, tb^flaher- I 
man recently in front the Grand Banks, ( 
was saved by a dream 
One day when he was out in a dory 
there was a strong northwest wind and 
a heavy fog shut down and hid his ! 
ship from view Ho was making for the 
vessel with a load of 
fish when a 
heavy sea boarded his dory, carrying 
away one of his oars and nearly making I 
his boat unseaworthy. Ih is left him in } 
a help] .'ta condition, aud ho was at the 
mercy of the wind and waves. He yell* 1 
eel at tho top of his voice. 
Tho men on j 
beard heard his cries, but could not <ee ( 
him or understand w hat he said. 
They j 
could hear him as his voico grew weak­ 
er and fainter till nothing could be 
heard but the mournful wind w hittling ■ 
through tin rigging; then his vole* died 
away He did not return that night aud 
tho wind blew almost a gale. 
Iii the morning the wind was strong 
aud the fog hung low. No sign of F ra­ 
sier could bo seen. 
There was a large j 
fleet of vowels from different parts of 
the world—France, Portugal, Ireland ! 
aud America—and when Frazier failed 
to return members of his crew went 
among the nearby ones and reported a 
man lost. Notone had heard from him. 
At about noon the sun came oat and 
pushed the clouds of fog away, but the 
wind held to the same point. 
The Foster hoisted the flag to half j 
mast to give notice to the fleet of a . 
missing man.

They rowed iii the direction of 
tho dot aud soon were out of sight them ­ 
selves, for a heavy fog had shut from 
view the ship, but not the little tattered 
sail ahead

IN THE OLD SLAVE DAYS.

J 
slavery days have about passed away, j 
and the negroes now cut. the original | 
melodies into scrappy discords and mi­ 
nor notes. 
V negro had rather strike a 
minor note than to rub the waistband 
of his pants against a well filled table 
aud eat. It seems that the peculiar tone 
holds a fascination for him which can­ 
not Vie overcome. There is alway h some 
thing to interest you when you can hear 
a genuine old time plantation song as 
sung by the aged slave negroes, when j 
In art and soul are united in the song. 
I have spent many a pleasant hour 
listening to the quaint songs of an old 
gray le aded negro on my grandfather’s 
farm as he Mould rasp the screeching j 
chorda in accompaniment on his banjo. I 
When he would sing, he would get a 
humming start with the chords, and I 
begin with a long drawn out note, rear j 
Way hack, pat his feet and shako his old 
gray head. 
He. enjoyed singing, aud I 
enjoyed listening. 
I would take him j 
little pieces of colored paper and all tin- 
colored glass I could find to get him to 
sing for me and to repeat the farfamed j 
verse of alliteration, “ Did you ever see ; 
u possum in a papaw patch a-pickin 
up papaws and a-puttiu ’em 
in his , 
pocket to make a papaw pie for his 
papa?” This is the joy of his life, and j 
it never grew old or tiresome to him to 
repeat it. 
M ose was his name, aud not long i 
since I concluded to pay him a visit and j 
to hear again the wings I had so enjoyed j 
when a child. I found his cabin and he i 
was at home, being unable to get about 
much. 
I shook hands with the holiest 
old negro aud sat down. 
The light 
which came into his face showed how 
welcome I was, aud we had a long talk. 
Finally I asked him to take tho dusty 
banjo from tile wall and give me a few 
strains of “ Nigger Foot In Ashes" at a 
lively clip. 
He did as I asked, aud the 
old time vigor came upon him again. 
After playing awhile I ask* d him to 
sing me the corn shucking song the 
“ niggers” used to sing 
while 
they 
danced the “ rabbit dance, 
after tho 
corn was all husked and the white folks 
had gone to bed. He was in fine spirits, 
and, with his head way bock oil his chair 
and his feet extended to k«-ep time with 
tile banjo, he rang:
